fare, It was not large; tt was largely Chris- 
tan-led, and to thrust it too deeply into the 
conflict between the private sectarian armies 
might have placed too great a strain on the 
remnant of government Lebanon then boast- 
ed. But after Palestinian troops under Syrian 
direction appeared, and a truce backed by 
a political compromise had been achieved.
